Expansion Of 
Torrance 
Hospital Asked

(Continued from Pane 1-A) 
h6spltals seeking expansion. ThL 
report is now nearly complete 
and includes up-to-date statistics 
on actual conditions, which wll 
be submitted to federal author! 
ties.

A bill appropriating $100,000, 
000 additional Lanhnm Act funds 
for allocations to states in thi 
12 months beginning next July 1 
for hospital construction now is 
before Congress.

Supported by the report 
the United Hospital Fund which 
shows the acute need for addl 
tional hospital beds in the Tor 
rance-Southbay area, together 
with the new federal funds 
which it. Is expected will 
made available, it is the hope of 
officials of the, Torrance hospi 
tal that favorable action will 
taken by the F. W. A. upon its 
new application for expansion 
Whyte states.

Federal authorities are of thi 
opinion that non-profit commu 
nlty owned hospitals such as the 
one here at Torrance can be 
best operated if they have 
minimum of 100 beds. For this 
reason, as well as the growing 
need for more hospital space, 
the revised plans being filed 
with the F. W. A. call for 103 
beds instead of 73 beds as ori­ 
ginally planned, Whyte says. 
However, if F. W. A. approval 
can be obtained for constructing 
to 73 bed capacity at the pres­ 
ent time and further expansion 
to 103 beds later, the hospital 
board favors the smaller im­ 
provement at present.

In order to" provide ground for 
expansion of the south wing of 
the hospital, it will be necessary 
for the city to vacate a portion 
of the alley area now reserved 
as a "turn around circle" back 
of the hospital. Members of the 
City Council agreed Tuesday 
night to' an exchange of this 
"turn around" area for a por­ 
tion of the lot In the rear of 
the nurses' home, which will al­ 
low fire trucks or other vehicles 

back around in the dead-end 
alley.
